From tboUpJlyCet, geatlomen, 1 WJlladvcrL to the prin- 
ciple Ol frt* Lade. Sir, if we look to England W the 
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now stands, we- behold a great commercial nation. If we 
look round us to other countries, we see the people of 
those countries anxious, to follow in her steps, and we also 
find that eacb country has its peculiar advantages. . The 
principle I would lay down is founded upon what I conceive 
to be the true principle of political economy — namely, 
that the country which can raise its agricultural produce 
at the lowest rate and transfer it to another, and be sup- 
plied with the results of manufacturing industry at a 
fewer rate than it can supply itself— should adopt the 
principle by making an exchange which will be beneficial 
to both countries. (Applause.) Gentlemen, the history 
of ihe commerce of this country is of recent origin— when 
1 Speak oL commerce I mean its important character— it 
m*y be .said to have arisen so recently as the rcijrn of 
George the Third- It is not a little remarkable that 
about the tame period Watt perfected his strum engine* 
JHol long afterwards Hurgi eaves, .Croinptnn nud Ark- 
.writtht accomplished their improvements in the cotton 
manufacture. Those improvements have produced a 
- .great change in this country. It is a phenomenon in 
commercial history that the cotton, trade has sprung up 
within the last fifty years to its preseut enormous 
magnitude. At this" moment it is of more importance 
than all our other manulactures put together, and of 
the whole amount of our exports, two-thirds consist 
of cotton manufactures. ( Hear.) lu looking to the prin- 
ciple of free trade, we find that in our intercourse- with 
Prance our commercial transactions have not averaged 
more than half a million per annum since the termination 
.of- the war. (Hear.) Now, 1 ask you whether by pos- 
sibility a better system could not be established, which 
shall be beoeficial to both countries. (Loud cheers.) 
My Right Hon. friend, Mr. Poulett Thomson, the Vice- 
President of fche Board of Trade, gavea letter of introduc- 
tion to me toan individual highly connected with that Board 
.when iu last August be visited this part of the country to 
make his enquiries *ith reference to the great manufac- 
ture of which I was speaking— and I was most happy to 
hear that there was on foot anegociation between these two 
'.great countries, (which are so well calculated to assist 
each other) founded in a sincere desire to promote a more 
free and more liberal commercial intercourse than hud 
hitherto existed between them. (Applause.) My next 
subject is the Cora Laws, connected as that question un- 
doubtedly is with the commercial interests of this nation. 
Jn considering the subject we roust look to the period 
when ,the trude in corn was ; allo.wed to be free— to the 
period of, 1773. Prior to that time the importation 
of corn was subject to partial restrictions, and was often
